PREFACE. 


PEMEFORE, and for ſome Years after, the Refloration of King 
Wo) Charles the Second; 2e Laws relating to the Cuſtoms, were but 
ver) few, and there was no more than One Duty payable to the 
Coun, upon the Importation and Exportation of Goods and Mer- 
chandizes, except in ſome few particular Caſes ; ſo that any Perſon of a to- 


lerable Education, might, in a ſmall time, with a little Application, be able 


ro execute any Office belonging to that Revenue : But the Laws and Duties 
having been conſtantly encrea fing ever fince; the Buſmeſs of the Cuftoms is 


nom become ſo very intricate, that a perfect Knowledge is not to be attained 


without much Study, and many Years Experience. 


And in order to make this Study, more expeditious and eaſy, I have al- 
ready publiſhed a Treatiſe, intitled, A Complete View of the Britiſh Cuſtoms, 
in two Parts; in the firſt I have fully treated of the ſeveral Duties to be Paid 
and Repaid on all Goods and Merchandizes, and of the ſeveral Forfeitures, 
Penalties, and other Regulations relating to His Majeſty's Revenue of Cul- 
toms ; and in the ſecond Part, I have ſhewn the Method of Entering, Ex- 
amining, and Delivering of all Goods and Merchandizes imported from fo- 


reign Parts; according to the Practice of the Port of London. 


But though the Laws direct, what Duties /hall be paid, what Penalties in- 
lifted, and ſome particular Requifites that muſt be per formed; yet they are 
almoſt entirely filent as to the Manner and Method of Levying and Accounting 
for the Duties, and of Performing and Executing of all other Roquifites and 
Regulations, which are neceſſary to be obſerved, for the better aſcertaining 
and ſecuring His Majeſty's ſaid Revenue. HENS 3 

And as Form and Method are eſſential for the due Execution of all Bufi- 
neſs in general; ſo Uniformity is abſolutely neceſſary in the Buſineſs of the 
Cuftoms, becauſe it is to be performed at different Places, and by different 
Perſons ; who being only ſo many TranſaFors of the ſame Kind of Bufmeſs, 
ought not only to execute it, but to render an Account of all their Proceedings, 
in the ſame Manner; and therefore I have here propoſed ſuch Inſtructions 
and Examples, as I humbly apprehend will fully ſbew the Method of Execu- 
ting the Buſineſs of each reſpective Officer: Which, together with the Two 


Volumes of my former Treatiſe, nale a Complete Syſtem of the Britiſh 
Cuſtoms, 
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I was encouraged in this Undertaking, by a Complaint, That fome general 
preſcribed Forms for the Tranſating and Executing of the ſeveral Parts of 
the Buſineſs of the Cuſtoms, were very much wanted, and would be of great 
ſervice towards promoting a general Method of Practice, throughout Great 
Britain; for that at preſent, the Methods were almoft us variout, at the 
Ports were numerous. ds 8 3 

And nothing of this Mature having as yet been, or, to my Knowledge, in- = 
tended to be attempted, by any other Hand, ] hope it will not be accounted a LL 
Preſumption in me, to make a Tender of the Product of many Years Labour = 
and Experience; though I am very ſenſible, that I am not equal to ſo exten- E 
froe an Undertaking, and that there are many Gentlemen of the Cuſtoms = 
Houſe, who are {ar better qualified for ſuch a Performance than myſelf ; K 
and that it may be juſtly objefted to ine, that it it impoſſible for any one Per- 
fon to write of his own Knowledge of, and with Experience in, every Branch 
of the Buſineſs. = „ | 
But as I have been in the real Practice of much the greater part, and as 
T have ſhared no Pains nor Application to inform myſelf in the Theory and 
Practice of the other Parts of the Bufmeſs, wherein 1 have not been fo immedi- 
ately concerned; T hope, upon peruſal, it will not appear, that I have been often 
miſtaken, or that I have offered any thing that is either unneceſſary or improper 
4% be complied with; yet as I am but One, out of the Many that are em- 
ploy d at the ſeveral Ports of this Kingdom, it is very poſſible, that in ſome 
Caſes, ſome particular Officers may be in the Practice of a better Form or Me- 
thod, than what I have here preſcribed : All ſuch I would adviſe to continue 
therein, and not to conform to mine, in any Inſtance, where they ſhall find 
it leſs regular and perfect than their own. | 3 

In the Proſecution of this Undertaking, I have propoſed ſuch Methods as 
either actually are, or, in my humble Opinion, ought to be the Practice of 
every Port; but do not pretend to any Authority to impoſe, they being only my 
own private Sentiments, reſulting from Study and ftrick Obſervation, and 
ſuch as are either founded upon expreſs Laws, or, as I apprehend, moſt rea- 
ſonable and proper, according to the particular Circumſtances; and I humbly 
conceive will be found, not in the leaſt rontradictory, but ftriftly conformable, 
zo the Meaning of the 2 and Orders, which have been always given 
by the Honourable the Commiſſioners of his Majeſty's Cuſtoms, who are the 
ſole Managers and Directors for the Levying and Collecting of that Revenue;

In ſome of the Out-Ports, there is a Cuſtomer Inwards, and another Outwards, but in moſt 
Ports the ſame Perſon is Cuſtomer both Inwards and Outwards ; and theſe Cuſtomers are 
ſcarce ever known to act themſelves, unleſs where they are Collectors likewile ; but in the 
ſmaller Ports do uſually appoint the Collectors to be their Deputies, and in the larger Ports 
they have diſtin Deputies ; to whom they are obliged to allow at leaſt twenty Pounds per 
Annum, or elſe to relinquiſh to them the whole Fees.

Tho the Buſineſs of a Searcher ſeems originally to have been not only to attend at the 
Slaipping of Goods deſigned to be exported to foreign Parts, but likewiſe at the Landing 
cf Goods imported from foreign Parts, and alſo at the Shipping and Landing of Goods 
Joaſtwiſe; yet now there being particular Officers appointed by the Names of Land- 
Waiters, for the Landing, Examining, and Delivering of all foreign Goods imported, and 
Coaſt-Waiters for the Examining, Landing, and Shipping of Goods brought and carried 
Coaſtwiſe ; the Searchers are only concerned in the Examining and Shipping of Goods de-

HO, as well as the Cuſtomers, were to be choſen from amongſt the beſt and moſt 
ſufficient Men, and not to be made for Affection or Reward, or upon any Solici- 
tation, but upon Deſert ; and were to fit with the Cuſtomers, and in all things to cheque 
and imitate their Tranſactions: and as the Cuſtomers were wont to write their Accounts in 
Rolls, the Comptrollers were to keep Counter-Rolls ; which Counter-Rolls or Accounts, 
they were to deliver into the Exchequer yearly, upon Oath. And now there are Collectors

HOUGH the Cuſtomers were originally the Collecors of His Majeſty's Cuſtoms, Cc. 
and are ſtill ſo ſtiled in their Patents; yet of latter Years, there have been new and 


diſtinct Officers appointed for that purpoſe, by the Titles of Collectors, who are entirely 


the Officers of the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms ; by whoſe Deputation they act, and un- 
der whom they have, at their reſpective Ports, the whole Management and Direction of 
levying and collecting His Majeſty's Cuſtoms, and other Duties on Goods and Merchandizes 
imported and exported, and of the Duties on Coals, Culm, and Cinders brought coaſtwiſe; 
and alſo the Government and Direction of all the other Officers employed in that Revenue, 
deputed by the ſaid Commiſſioners : And are alſo by the ſame Authority empowered to in- 
ſpect the Behaviour and Demeanor of the Patent-Officers, or their Deputies, that in caſe of 
any Neglect or Misbehayiour they may repreſent the fame to the ſaid Commiſſioners, 


| 2.— De SURVEYORS. 


HO are a kind of Inſpectors and Superviſors of the whole Buſineſs of the Cuſtoms 
without Doors, as well by Land as by Water; tho? in the larger Ports there are ſe-

g. — e RIDINOG-OrFIOER«s. 
WHO are appointed to reſide at or near ſome particular Places on the Sea-Coaſts, and 
have certain Diſtricts allotted them; ſome part whereof they are to viſit daily, in 
order to diſcover any Veſſels hovering on the Coaſts, with a Deſign to land or take on 
board any prohibited or uncuſtomed Goods, which they muſt, by all poſſible means, en- 
deavour to prevent; and in caſe of the fraudulent Landing or Shipping of any Goods, to 
ſeize the ſame, with the Veſſels, Boats, G. | — 

And they are to enter each Day's Tranſactions and Proceedings, with their Motions from 
Place to Place, in a proper Book to be kept for that purpoſe; from whence, at the end 
of each Month, two Journals are to be tranſcribed, and ſent or delivered to the Collector; 
one whereof to be preſerved in the Office, and the other to be tranſmitted to the Com- 
miſſioners, in order to be examined by the Perſons appointed for that purpoſe. But before 
theſe Journals are thus tranſmitted, the Collector is, on the back thereof, to make his Re- 
marks and Obſervations how far the Officers haye performed their Duty. C

The aforegoing is only a ſhort general Account of the Nature of the Employments of the

In making the Entries of Woollen-Cloths or old Drapery, there is nothing particular to 
be obſerved, but that as they were (a) formerly chargeable with a Subſidy according to their 
reſpective ſorts ; yet notwithſtanding that Subſidy is () repealed, they ought ſtill to be par- 
ticularly diſtinguiſhed in all the Books and Accounts : Q And as white Woollen broad 
Cloths are, upon Exportation, chargeable with a Duty, all ſuch Woollen broad Cloths that 
are not exported white, ſhould be expreſſed dyed ; and particular Care ſhould be taken by

ſuch Voyage, (as ſoon as Wind and Weather, and the State and Condition of ſuch 
Ship or Veſſel ſhall permit, unleſs otherwiſe ſuffered to make a longer Stay by the 
Collector [or other principal Officers in his Abſence] of ſuch Port, where ſuch Ship 
or Veſſel ſhall be, not exceeding twenty Days,) then, and in either of the ſaid Caſs, 
all foreign Goods fo on board ſuch Ship or Veſſel, ſhall and may, by any Officer or 
Officers of the Cuſtoms, by Direction of the Collector or other principal Officers as 
aforeſaid, be taken out of, or from ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and forthwith brought on 


ſhore and ſecured: And in caſe the ſaid Goods are cuſtomable, the Cuſtoms and 
other Duties ſhall be paid for the ſame. And as concerning Wool, or any prohibited 


Goods, or other Goods liable to Forfeiture, which may be found on board ſuch Ship 
or Veſſel at the time of their Unlading as aforeſaid, the ſame are thereby declared to 
be ſubject to forfeiture :: And the Officers of the Cuſtoms ſhall and may proſecute 
the ſame, as alſo the Ship or Veſſel ; in caſe ſhe ſhall be liable to Condemnation, as 
in the Manner therein after mentioned : And it is by the ſame A& provided, that 
after ſuch Goods are ſo taken out of ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and brought on ſhore, and

And by another Act of Parliament made in the ſixth Year of his late Majeſty's Reign, 


intitled, An Act for preventing Frauds and Abuſes in the public Revenues of 


Exciſe, Cuſtoms, Stamp-Duties, Poſt-Office, and Houſe- Money, it is declared and 
enacted, That where any Ship or Veſſel of the Burthen of fifty Tons or under, 
being in part, or fully laden with Brandy, ſhall be found at Anchor, or hovering 
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the Officers of the Cuſtoms may go on board every ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and take 
an Account of the Lading, and demand and take Security from the Maſter or

within two Leagues from the ſhore, and not proceeding on her Voyage, Wind and 


Weather permitting,) it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the Commander of any 


of his Majeſty's Ships of War, Frigots, or armed Sloops appointed for the Guard of 


the Coaſts, or to and for the Commander of any Yatch, Smack, Sloop, or other 
Boat or Veſſel in the Service of the Cuſtoms, or to and for any Officer of his Majeſty's 


Cuſtoms, to compel the Maſter or other Perſon having the Charge of ſuch Ship or 


Veſſel to come into Port. And it is by the ſaid Act declared, That ſuch Maſter or 
other Perſon as aforeſaid, as likewiſe ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and the Brandy where- 
with ſuch Ship or Veſſel is laden in part, or in the whole, ſhall be ſubject to the 


ſame Rules, Regulations, Penalties, and Forfeitures, as ſuch Cargoes, Ships, and 


Veſſels, and the Maſters or others taking Charge thereof, which hover withm the 


Limits of any Port of this Kingdom, are by the afore-cited Act of the fifth Year of 


his late Majeſty's Reign, ſnbje& unto. 


And whereas the Ship Betty of Wells, under the Burthen of fifty Tons, whereof the 5 
above-bound Henry Dawkins is Maſter ; has been found hovering on the Coaſt of 


this Kingdom, within the Limits of the Port of Southampton, [or at Anchor, or 
hovering within two Leagues of the ſhore of the Coaſt of this Kingdom,] loaden with (a) 


forty Hog ſbeads of French Wine, pretended to be bound for Stochholm in the Kingdom 


of Sweden, or to ſome other Port or Ports in foreign Parts: Now the Condition of 
this Obligation is ſuch, That if the ſaid Ship, (as ſoon as Wind and Weather, and 
the State and Condition of the ſaid Ship do permit,) ſhall and does proceed regu- 
larly to the ſaid Port of Stockholm, or to ſome other Port or Ports in foreign Parts:

With reſpect to Foreigners Ships. it is to be particularly noted, () That ſuch Ships freighted 
towards Great Britain, or elſewhere, may not be compelled to come into any Port of Great 


Britain, nor to tarry there againſt the Will of the Maſter, Cc. And if ſuch Ships come volun- 
tarily, or are driven in, part of the Goods may be delivered, and the Duties thereof paid; 
and the Ship be permitted to proceed with the Remainder, where the Maſter, &c. pleaſeth, 


without Payment of any Duty. And that (c) Ships belonging to Foreigners in Amity 


with his Mays may have the Liberty of the Britiſh Ports, being driven into the ſame 
by ſtreſs of V 
their Ship's Uſe ; and may ſtay in Port to anſwer ſuch their occaſions; and ſuch their coming 


into Port ſhall not be taken to be an Importation of the Goods on board, without breaking 


Bulk : But if Ships come into Port without any viſible occafion, or will ſtay there longer 
than occaſion requires; it is a Preſumption, that the Intent of coming in was to diſcharge 
there, and therefore ſuch coming in and ſtaying in Port will make an Importation of the 
Goods, and ſubject the Maſter, Ship, and Goods to Cuſtoms, Penalties, and Forfeitures, as 
other Ships and Goods imported; and the Officers of the Cuſtoms may deal with ſuch 
Ships as with Britiſb Ships coming into Port to unlade, ec. 

And when any Ships coming from foreign Parts, arrive at any Port of Great Britain; 
the T zde-Surveyor mult, in his own Perſon, upon their firſt Entrance within the Limits of 


the Port, place a ſufficient number of Tideſmen on board, actording to the Burthen of the 


Ships, and Nature of their Cargoes; for if the ſame confift of Vine, Linen, or Tobacco, 
there muſt be at leaſt three Men, and never leſs than tuo Men upon any one Ship: In board- 
ing which Tideſmen, it muſt be obſerved, that they have their due Turns, and that thoſe 


which are eſtabliſhed be always employ'd before the extraordinary Men. 


As it was my Deſign in the Beginning of this Chapter, to ſhew the gradual Proceedings 
in relation to every Ship arriving from foreign Parts, from the Time of Arrival, to the 
Time of the Maſter's Reporting ; I ſhould in fridtnek now only ſpeak of the placing of 
Tideſmen on board ſuch Ships : But as it will not ſo naturally fall under any other Head, 
I ſhall ſo far digreſs, as in this Place, to fully treat of the Duty of ſuch Tideſmen, from 
the Time of their being placed on board, to the Time of their final Diſcharge, &c. and 
ſhall then proceed to ſhew what is further neceſſary to be obſerved, according to the 
Method propoſed. 


At the Time of boarding theſe Tideſmen, the Tide-Surveyor may rummage for Cun- 
powder, and all other probibited Goods, and allo for ſmall Parcels of cuſtomaule Goods;

And as ſometimes Ships which have been laden at ſome Port or Ports of Great Britain, 

for foreign Parts, may, on their intended Voyages, put into ſome other Britiſp Port: In 
which caſe, if the Ladings conſiſt of Coffee, Tea, Tobacco, or conſiderable Quantities of 
other Certificate-Goods, or if there be cauſe to ſuſpect Fraud; Tideſmen muſt be placed 
on board, while ſuch Ships remain in Port, to prevent the relanding any part of their 
Cargoes: But if the Quantities of the aforeſaid Goods are ſmall, and there is no Suſpicion, 
Tideſmen need not be boarded ; but the Tide-Surveyor, &c. are to guard them in the beſt 


manner they can during their Continuance 3 Port. 
As in moſt Ports there are extraordinary ideſmen and Boatmen, who are paid only for 


the Time employ'd ; therefore the Tide-Sarveyor muſt keep a Book of the particular Ser- 
vices done by each extraordinary Tideſman and Boatman, after the following manner:

The aforegoing are the Requiſites which are to be performed by Merchants Ships upon 
their Arrival from foreign Parts: But with reſpe& to his Majeſty's Ships, it muſt be ob- 
feryed, (6) That no Goods or Merchandizes brought from Parts beyond the Seas on board 
any Ship or Veſſel of War, may be unladen, &c. before the Captain, Cc. has ſignified in 
writing under his Hand, to the Collector, Gc. the Names of every Merchant or Lader of 
any Goods on board the ſaid Ship, together with the Number and Marks, and the Quantity 
and Quality of every Parcel of Goods, to the beſt of his Knowledge, and ſhall have an- 
ſwered upon his corporal Oath: to ſuch Queſtions concerning ſuch Goods, as ſhall be pub- 
lickly adminiſtred to him by the Colleftor, .&*c.

And with reſpe& to the Perſons thus affirming the Truth of any Fact or Thing upon 
Oath, it muſt be conſidered, That if he knows that there is not perfect Truth in what 
he ſwears, he is guilty of wilful and downright Perjury ; as he alfo is, if he ſwears to the 
_ poſitive Truth of that whereof he is wholly ignorant, nay, or only doubtful ; for though 
the ſame ſhould be true, yet ſuch Swearing is but at a venture, to what might as well be 
falſe: And as all Perſons making Oath to the Truth of any Thing, are ſuppoſed to per- 
fectly know the whole Affair, and to have carefully informed and Uttstec themſelves 
in every particular Circumſtance, which may occaſion. the leaſt Doubt; it is not only very 
filly, but very wicked, to ſooth themſelves with the poor Evaſion, That the Fact or 
Caſe might be ſo for ought they know, becauſe they know Nothing of the Matter. And of 
this abominable Nature, is that ſhamefyl Excuſe for thoſe Perjuries, which it is to be feared, are 
but too frequently committed at the Cuſtom-Houſe, viz. That it is but a 8 Oath; 
as if God who is omnipreſent, did not fee, and was not equally offended at profaning his 
Name there, as at any other Place whatſoever : But let theſe Offenders remember the Puniſh- | 
ment which is denounced againſt them in the third Commandment. REO PROF A. 


Since therefore, Oaths are of ſuch a ſacred and ſolemn Nature; they ought to be admi- 
niſtred with all imaginable Reverence, and not ſlightly and with Indifference ; but after hay- 
ing interrogated the Perſon concerning every particular Circumſtance, and being ſatisfied 
that he underſtands the Nature of an Oath, and does not offer to ſwear ignorantly or 
raſhly, and not having any Reaſon to doubt his Sincerity ; the whole Oath ſhould be ma- 
turely, deliberately, diſtinctly, and reverently rehearſed to him. „„ 
And as the Multiplicity of Oaths in the Buſineſs of the Cuſtoms, does, it is to be feared, 


in a great meaſure, leſſen that Awe and juſt Regard that ought to be paid to ſuch folema = 


and ſacred Ties; it is much to be wiſhed, that fewer Oaths were neceffary ; and there- 
fore I would recommend, that any ſuperfluous Oaths ſhould not by any means be exated ; 
but only ſuch as are either expreſlly enjoined by the Letter of the Law, or are abſolutely 
neceſſary for the diſcoyering or aſcertaining any Thing for the Service of the Revenue, 
which cannot be obtained by any other means. PO, n e,, 

As to the Perſons to which the Oaths are to be adminiſterd, it muſt be carefully obſerved, 
That they who offer to ſwear, are the proper Perſons in the Eye of the Law; and where 
the Laws have not particularly directed, That they be ſuch Perſons as are the moſt proper, 
according to the Nature of the Caſe, as being either principally concerned, or the moſt 
knowing in the whole Affair; provided they are not Boys, or ſuch ignorant Perſons as are 
not capable of underſtanding the Nature and Conſequence of an Oath. g. 

Beſides the Oaths before-mentioned, there are likewiſe promiſſory or obligatory Oaths, par- 
ticularly in the Report of a Ship Outwards, concerning the not relanding of Goods intitled 
to a Drawback, Bounty, & c. the Breach of which is no leſs criminal, than of any other 
Oath ;. and if the Maſter at the time of taking ſuch Oath, has no real Intention to make 
it good, or whether he then has or not, if he aftewards breaks the ſame, he certainly muſt 
be deemed guilty of Perjury. ent e e e Ae en;

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And laſtly, as to Oaths in general, it muſt be remember d, That they are always to be 

taken according to the common and uſual Interpretation of the Words, and in the fame 
| Senſe that they are known to be deſigned, and not with any private Reſerv — or Evaſion. 


Having premiſed all that I apprehended to be neceſſary to be obſerved in the Entering 
of Ships from forcign Parts; I ſhall next proceed to give Directions in the Entering of the 
Goods therein imported; in relation to which it is to be carefully noted, (2) That before a 
Ship has been duly entered or reported as before directed, Entries of any Goods or Mer- 
chandizes whatſoever, may not be taken, unleſs the Ship is not deſigned for that Port, 
but was actually forced in by ſome Neceſſity; and then only for ſmall Matters, and upon 
the Maſter's Oath, That they are only to ſupply Neceſſaries for the Ship : But when the 
Ship is to deliver the whole, or any part of the Cargo, at that Port, and in order there- 
| unto, the Maſter has made a regular Report of his Ship; there may be then accounted au 
Importation of all the Goods on board, deſigned to be delivered in any Port of Great Bri- 
tam, ſo that the Duties payable to the Crown on the Importation of fuch Goods, are actually 
become due; and therefore upon making ſuch Report at each reſpective Port, (5) every 
particular Perſon that has any Goods on board ſuch Ship, muſt, with all poſſible Speed, 
and before the ſame may be unladen, make proper Entries thereof with the Collector, and 
pay or ſecure all the Duties to which ſuch Goods are liable; and ſuch Entries muſt not, 
upon any pretence whatſoever, be delay d, but muſt be actually made, for (c) Tobacco, 
within thirty Days, from the time of the Maſter's Report of the Ship, and for (4) all other 
Goods, within tuenty Days: And as the Duties become due apon the Importation of all 
Goods, whether an Entry thereof be made or not; therefore upon Refuſal or Neglect of 
Entry within the aforeſaid times, an Information in the Nature of an Action of Debt, may 
be brought againſt the Importer, for the Duties; more eſpecially after the faid thirty or 
twenty Days are expired: But in all Caſes of Refuſal or Neglect of making due Entries, 
or where it ſhall fo happen, that though due Entries are made of the full number of 
Hog ſheads, Casks, or other Packages of Tobacco, yet perhaps not more than an half, 
one third, or one fourth, &c. part of the real Quantity contained in ſuch Packages, are 
entered, and that the Tobacco is not landed or diſcharged till after the Expiration of the 
thirty Days; the Importer muſt be call'd upon, to perfect his Entry, and the Commiſ- 
fioners muſt be acquainted therewith, and their Directions be obtained, for the Officers

And in making theſe Entries, it muſt be obſerved, that there muſt be expreſſed the Ship's 
Name, Maſter's Name, the Place from whence arrived, and the Importer's Name, with the 
particular Kinds and Quantities of the Goods ; and on one of the Bills of Entry [(e) the War- 
rant] muſt be likewiſe expreſſed the Marks, Numbers, and Contents of every Parcel of 

ſuch Goods as are rated to pay by the Piece or Meafure, and the Weight of the whole 
Parcel of ſuch Goods as are rated to pay by the Weight ; which will be only a Tran- 

{cript of the Merchant's Inyoice, and may be inſerted either on the Face of the Warrant as 
is uſual in London, or on the Back thereof as is practiſed at many other Ports: And laſtly, 
the Warrant being thus completed by the Merchant, the ſame is to be ned by himſelf, 
or his known Servant, Factor, or Agent, to teſtify that the Goods are not upon Aliens

When, after the End of each Quarter, the Commiſſioners have received Directions from 
the Treaſury, for the Payment of Salaries for the preceding Quarter; they tranſmit a Copy 
of the Eftabliſhment, to each particular Port, with an Order, ſpecifying in Words at length, 
the Amount thereof, and directing the Collector, with the Privity of the Comptroller, to 
pay the ſeveral Officers their reſpective Salaries as therein mentioned. | 

And upon receipt of the Eſtabliſhment, with the aforeſaid Order for the Payment of 
the Salaries ; the Collector is to publiſh the ſame in the Cuſtom-Houſe, that the Officers 
may apply for Payment.

Though I have already, under the proper Heads, fully ſhewn the Methods to be ob- 
ſerved, and Requiſites to be performed, with reſpect to the due Levying and Collecting 
of his Majeſty's Revenue of Cuſtoms, and to the Payment of Drawbacks, Bounties, Salaries, 
Incidents, &c. out of the ſame; yet have been hitherto wholly ſilent concerning the 
Duties which remain in the Collector's Hands, after the ſeveral Payments have been 
made, and alſo concerning the Method of rating and Accounting for the whole Col- 
lection; ſo that it remains that I ſhould give the neceſſary Inſtructions for the Diſpoſal 
of the Surplus, by Remztting the ſame to the Receiver-General, and for keeping the ſe- 
veral Books, and forming the ſeveral Accounts, proper ſor the regularly Charging and 
Diiſcharging of the Collector, of the ſeveral Sums of Money by him collected; that a 

true State of his Collection may at all times be entirely ſeen, the which cannot but be a 
great Satisfaction and Security to every Collector. 

And as the Money received by the Collector, is the Foundation of this part of the

SYS MC tended Size; as alſo, conſidering that it would not fall into the Hands of 


"thoſe Officers, who the moſt wanted Inſtructions of that Nature, I was wil- 


ing t to deflt: and for Information in this Point at preſent, can only recommend the Per- 


uſal and ſerious' Conſideration of the ſeveral Acts of Parliament relating to the Cuſtoms, 


or the Abridgements of them, in the Index to the Second Edition of the F irſt Fart of my 
Complete View. 


For though this Branch of the. Buſineſs of the * relates to the Officers d in 1 general, 
yet no Part is leſs underſtood, eſpecially by almoſt all the different degrees of preventive 
Officers, who are by far the greater number, and whoſe Province more particularly it is, 


yet are ſo extremely ignorant of the Nature of Forfeitures and Peneltirs, that they ſcarce 
know 7 any Cauſe of Seizure, &c. unleſs a direct Running or Unſbioping of Goods with. 
out Payment of Duty, &c. as by my daily Obſervation I am too well affured : 

And therefore I humbly apprehend, that a particular Treatiſe on this Head, printed in a 
Pocket-Volume, and diſtributed amongſt the Tideſmen eſpecially, and indeed all the other 


Officers in general, would be a great means of cauſing the ſeveral Laws to be more duly 
executed, and thereby the Revenue much better ſecured; for J fear but few of the inferior 


Officers ever ſaw, or if they did, are capable of - ſtudying or digeſting the Laws of the 
Cuſtoms, ſo as to make themſelves Maſters of this Part of the Buſineſs, which is all that 


relates to them : And from theſe Conſiderations, I may ſome time or other n an * 


of this Nature, if the ſame be not undertaken by ſome more able Hand. 


So that I ſhall here ſuppoſe the Officers to be throughly acquainted with all Gabe of 
Seigure, &c. and the Diſtributions thereof between the King, e. and themſelves ; and 
therefore ſhall only ſhew what is to be performed with reſpect to the making of Seizures, and 


the ſeveral Meaſures that are to be taken fiom the Time of ſtopping the Goods, to the 
Diſtribution of the 'Produce.

ticular Information from one or more credible Perſon or Perſons, in writing if poſſible, giving an 


Account of the Species or Package of the Goods, when and where run, or where con- 
cealed ; and (6) then only in the Day-time, and not without a Writ of Aſſiſtants, and a 
Conſtable, Headborough, or other publick deter next inhabiting: (c) And when 
any Goods are found upon any ſuch Search, they are to be immediately conveyed to the 
next Cuſtom-Houſe, and then and there to be proceeded with in the ſame manner as be- 


fore directed for Goods ſtopt upon ſuſpicion : And all inferior Officers are not to ſearch any

N their Directions muſt be waited for, before any further Proceedings may be 
made thereon : And if they are pleaſed to direct, That the Goods be proſecuted to Con- 
demnation in the Court of Exchequer; in order thereto, The Solicitor of the Cuſtoms, and 
Regiſter of Seizures, are to be correſponded with, taking care before the Goods are appraiſed, 
that there be one or more Witneſſes not mentioned in the Writ or Indenture of Appraiſe- 
ment, to prove the Seizure : But without the Commiſſioners DireCtions, or due Courſe of 
77 Law, no Goods ſeized, may be diſcharged or compounded for; and in caſe of Compoſition

In the aforeſaid Seizure-Book, pag. 284, muſt be entered, not only all Seizures, but all 
Perſonal Informations for Offences committed againſt any penal Statutes, with the Cauſe 
thereof, and the Proceedings thereupon from time to time, and how the ſame are diſtharged. 
But no Officer may preſume to direct or conſent that any Information be enter d or lodged

As to the Manner and Form of proſecuting Goods to Condemnation; there are t 
different Methods, the one in the Court of Exchequer, and, the other before the Faſtices 
of the Peace: And as the former of thoſe Methods is the moſt ancient as well as uſual,

1 ſhall firft ſhew the ſeveral Requiſites that are to be performed, and the neteſlary Directions 
that are to be obſerved therein; being theſe that follow: | 1 


I. The Collector muſt write to the Solicitor of the Cuſtons, for a Writ or Writs of 
Appraiſement, taking care to mention the Chriſtian and Surnames of the Offices 
or Officers who really made the Seizure, and alſo the Cauſe and Reaſon thereof j 

in order to have the Names of ſach real and true Seizers, as alſo of the Goods, in- 
ſerted in the faid Writ or Writs of Appraifement, that legal Proſecution may be 
made in the Court of Exchequer, for the Officer's Juſtification and Defence againſt 
any Claim or Action. And in ſending for theſe Writs of Appraiſement, it muſt be 
remember d, that they muſt be always taken out the next Term after & eigure, 
and for all Ports one hundred Miles or upwards from London, at leaſt fourteen

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Double Priſage is two Tons, and is due in kind, when the Quantity imported amounts 
to, or exceeds twenty Tons, which is the moſt due out of any one Ship: One Ton to be 
taken before the Maſt, and the other behind the Maſt, at the pleaſure of the King's 
Butler or Priſage-Maſter; who may taſte the whole Cargo, and chuſe the beſt Wines, and 
fill up the Veſſels, or chuſe thoſe that are the fulleſt, and take them away, allowing only 
(2) twenty Shillings per Ton for Freight ; or 1f the Owners had rather, he may compound 
with them for the whole Quantity at a certain Price, as is the practice in London, and 
moſt other Ports.

But note, If any Merchant brings in, to the Quantity of above nine or nineteen Tons, 
be it but a Tierce or upwards, whereby to evade the Payment of Priſage, he is 
liable to the ſame, as if the full Quantities of ten or twenty Tons had been im- 
ported; or if any Ship brings in to the Quantity of Priſage at ſeveral times within 
the Compaſs of the ſame Vintage, this Duty is due as if all thoſe Quantities had 
been imported all together; or if any Merchant enters any Quantity of Wines in 
ſeveral Bottoms at the ſame time, or at ſeveral times within the Compaſs of the 
ſame Vintage, in the whole Quantity amounting to Priſage, the ſame is due, as if 
imported in one Bottom, and at one Time. | | | 


But King Edward the Third, by his Charter dated 6* Marti: Anno Regni Primo, 
granted a Diſcharge from Priſage to the Mayor, Commonalty, and Citizens of London, 
in hec Verba, Quod de Vinis Civium, nulla Priſa fiat, ſed perpetue inde eſſent quieti, Kc. 
which was aftewards allowed in the Exchequer. Though it 1s not eyery Citizen that is 
capable of this Exemption, but only thoſe that are reſident within the City, being Free- 
men and Houſe-Keepers, paying Scot and Lot; for he that would claim the Benefit of 
this Diſcharge, ought to be Civis & incola commorans : For upon Complaint that the 
Lord-Mayor of London made Strangers Citizens, it was declared by an Act of the 24th of 
Henry the Sixth, (a private Act) that the Diſcharge from Priſage ſhould not extend to ſuch 
Citizens as were Donati, made free, but only to ſuch as commorant, incolant, and are 
reſident in the City: And not only the Merchants of London, but alſo of the. Cingue- 
Ports, Southampton and Cheſter, are exempted from Priſage by particular Charters ; yet 
if an Inhabitant of any other Place, ſhould conſign Wines to be delivered and landed at 
any of thoſe Places, the bare Diſcharge of the Goods will not acquit the Importer ; for 
it is not the Party's Importation, but his Domicil that exempts him. 


2.(BUTLERAGE is a Duty of #wo SHillings for every Ton of Wines, for which Freight 
is to be paid, brought into this Realm by Merchant Strangers; being a Compoſition (in 
lieu of the Duty of Priſage payable in kind by Engliſb only, and from which Strangers 
were exempted,) in conſideration of the Liberties and Freedoms firſt granted by King John, 
and afterwards by King Edward the Firſt, to all Merchants Strangers, by theſe Words, 
in a Charter called (c) Charta Mercatoria, Conceſſerunt de quo libet Doleo Vini quod ad- 
ducent, vel adduci facerent, infra Regnum, &c. ſolvent nobis & Heæredibus noſtris, no- 
mine Cuſtumæ, duos Solidos, &rc. FEY” 3 : | 
With regard to theſe Duties of Priſage and Butlerage, it muſt be obſerved, That if (4) 
Wines are enter'd in another Man's Name, in order to defraud the King of the Duty ; the 
Penalty is double the Value of the Priſage, and all the Offender's Goods and Chattels per- 
ſonal for eyer, provided the Proſecution be within three Years : And that (e) the Collector, 
Comptroller, and Suryeyor are not to take any Man's Entry of Wine, till he hath produced 
the Butler's or his Deputy's Biil, teſtifying that he hath ſeen the ſame. ot. 

And though by the (F/) Act of Tonnage and Poundage, a Jub/zdy and Additional Duty 
were laid upon all ſorts of Wines imported, yet as the Priſage of Wines, or Priſe-Wines 
were exempted from thoſe Duties, the Duties of (g) Priſage and Butlerage were ſtill con- 
tinued and confirmed to be paid in like manner as before. - $791.01 ud. 4 

Though Priſage and Butlerage (which were originally the only Duties due upon the 
Importation of Wines,) were taken and received for the proper Uſe of the Crown ; yet for 
many Years paſt, the Kings of England have been pleaſed to grant the ſame to ſome Noble- 
man, who by virtue of his Patent or Grant, is to enjoy the full Benefit and Adyantage 
thereof, and may cauſe the ſame to be levied and collected in the ſame manner as the

In purſuance of the aforeſaid Deputation, the Perſon thereby appointed Collector or Re- 
ceiver, is upon the firſt Arrival of any Ship or Veſlel, liable to the Payment of this Duty, 
from foreign Parts, into the Port whereof he is Receiver; to require from the Maſter him- 
ſelf, an Account of the Entries and Diſcharges of all the Men employ'd, ſince the laſt 
Payment of this Duty; for which muſt be produced regular Receipts Rom ſome Collector, 
under the Seal of the Office, ſtampt in the Margin; „ich Receipts muſt be taken up and 
preſerved, in order to be tranſmitted into the Office, with the next Return of Accounts:
